Massachusetts 
demo crats 
ado pted a platfo rm that rin gs with 
truth, lo gic an d patrio tism, an d 
which speaks in certain an d well 
defin ed to n es upo n the real issue 
befo re the peo ple. 
There was a 
battle ro y al between the go ld an d 
silv er fo rces, an d the latter gain ed 
a sign al v icto ry . 
“ Heav y an d un ex pected disco v ­ 
eries o f go ld an d o f n ew pro cesses 
fo r ex tractin g that metal, to gether 
with the o ther 
supplies, hav e,” 
say s the platfo rm, “ resulted, sin ce 
1S9 6, in an in crease in the v o lume 
o f mo n ey , estimated at $441,000,000 
fo r the Un ited States alo n e. 
The 
immediate rev iv al o f prices an d 
trade, acco mpan y in g this in crease, 
demo n strated the demo cratic co n ­ 
ten tio n that the ev ils fro m which 
the n atio n suffered so grav ely in 
the five y ears prio r to 18 9 7 pro ­ 
ceeded fro m a co n tracted curren cy , 
fo r which republican fin an cial leg­ 
islatio n had pro v ided n o fo rm o f 
relief. 
“ But the ben efits o f a rise in the 
price lev el un der the go ld stan dard 
are o f n ecessity un equal an d un ­ 
justly distributed. 
The farmers o f 
the west an d so uth, befo re co m­ 
pelled to sell their pro ducts in the 
w o rld’s markets in 
co mpetitio n 
with the silv er-usin g co un tries, are 
co n demn ed to lo w prices fo r what 
they sell, while the risin g scale o f 
prices at ho me, due partly to the 
in creased v o lume o f mo n ey , an d 
mo re to the in terv en tio n o f the 
trusts, results in the ex actio n fro m 
them o f higher prices fo r all they 
hav e to buy . 
“ The pro sperity o f N ew E n g ­ 
lan d rests upo n the pro sperity o f 
her custo mers, an d Massachusetts, 
in pleadin g the cause o f the farm­ 
ers o f the west an d so uth, adv an ces 
her o wn in dustrial in terests. 
No 
sy stem which decreases the in co me 
an d 
in creases the o utgo o f the 
farmin g co mmun ity can affo rd a 
safe fo un datio n fo r a so un d co m­ 
mercial fabric. 
The agricultural 
in terests o f the n atio n can n o t be 
left to the chan ce o f failin g cro ps 
an d famin e in o ther lan ds, n o r can 
n atio n al pro sperity 
be 
fo un ded 
upo n 
ex pectatio n o f disaster to 
fo reign peo ple. 
“ If there sho uld n o w be a sudden 
check in the pro ductio n o f go ld, 
such as is in deed threaten ed by the 
pro spect o f war in the Tran sv aal, 
o r if there sho uld be a n ew an d 
heav y deman d fo r that metal, such 
as an y Euro pean crisis wo uld at 
o n ce create, all the ev ils o f a cur­ 
ren cy famin e wo uld at o n ce reap­ 
pear an d again the n atio n wo uld be 
left witho ut a remedy . 
On ly by 
the establishmen t o f bimetallism 
can a stable an d just equilibrium 
o f prices be effected.”

The co n v en tio n plan makes 
this first meetin g o f the peo ple 
n ecessary fo r the selectio n o f dele­ 
gates. 
Then these delegates must 
stan d the lo ss o f time an d ex pen se 
o f atten din g a co un ty co n v en tio n 
to select delegates to the state co n ­ 
v en tio n , an d these delegates must 
pay railway fare an d ho tel bills to 
atten d the state co n v en tio n . 
It is 
easy to see that the primary plan 
is really the cheaper o f the two 
metho ds an d its o ppo n en ts must 
fin d so me o ther o bjectio n . 


E v e r y citizen o f Sedalia has a 
direct an d perso n al in terest in the 
gro wth o f the city . But lio wman y 
will agree to beco me members an d 
activ e wo rkers in an o rgan izatio n 
fo rmed fo r the purpo se o f in creas­ 
in g the trade an d in dustries o f the 
city ?

R eddick’s frien ds o ften adv ised 
him to turn his mo n ey to o ther use, 
but he was persisten t. 
Reddick 
died leav in g a wido w an d children . 
Last Saturday they receiv ed a 
well authen ticated telegram, 
an ­ 
n o un cin g a 
rich 
disco v ery in a 
Galen a (Kas ) pro spect, in which 
Reddick was a partn er. 
The n ew min e is co n serv ativ ely 
estimated to be wo rth $60,œ o an d 
the Reddicks h ÎVO a o n e-six th in ­ 
terest.

and massacr es fr om which he es­ 
caped that make the blood cur dle. 
N o Caucasian or negr o is better 
know n in Missour i than Howar d 
Bar nes. 
He has been per sonally 
acquainted in his humble way, with 
ever y gover nor of Missour i since 
the Mexican war and ever y state 
officer and ever y United States sen­ 
ator . 


H ow ar d was for year s the cham­ 
pion cook of Missour i, and dur ing 
*^^^y#year s minister ed to the epi­ 
cur ean tastes of the good old slave­ 
holder s who biennally met at the 
capital to 
r egister Senator Tom 
Benton’s edicts or to fight 
him. 
H e was the cook at the old V i r ­ 
ginia hotel, now the Centr al, their 
headquar ter s in 
those 
days, and 
H o w ar d ’s cooking was one of the 
attr actions for many year s at that 
popular hostler y. 
H ow ar d gave $3,2 CX) for him­ 
self, which is much mor e, he hu­ 
mor ously says, than he would br ing 
today. His master died at the good 
old age of 94 and willed him to his 
youngest daughter ,

Taylor , of Cooper county, who aft­ 
er war d mar r ied Jeffer son Boggs, a 
br other of the gover nor of that 
name.

Last Satur day. 


LOSS OF SEVEKAL LIVES. 


Itt^ms of Inter est Picked Up fr om Va­ 
r ious Sour ces tor the Beneiit of 
“ 
Democr at” Keader s. 


Six passenger s wer e killed and 
five injur ed, one per haps fatally» in 
a collision on the Denver and Rio 
Gr ande Railr oad at Reno siding, 
near 
Flor ence, 
Colo., 
Satur day. 
The tr ains in collision wer e the 
Phillips-Judson excur sion fr om the 
Kast and the eastbound fr eight. 
A t the headquar ter s of the Den- 
'ver and Rio Gr ande in Denver , it 
is said that the fast fr eight had or ­ 
der s to take the side tr ack at Reno 
to let the passenger tr ain pass, but, 
for some r eason which is not yet 
under stood, the 
fast fr eight 
had 
passed Reno. 
A ll the tr ainmen on the locomo­ 
tives of the colliding tr ains jumped 
off and escaped injur y. 
The en -, 
gineer s tur ned off steam and put 
on br akes, but the tr ains collided 
with such for ce that engines and 
car s wer e badly wr ecked. 
The excur sion tr ain consisted of 
one empty coach back of the en­ 


gine and 
thr ee 
Pullman 
tour ist 
sleeper s, two of which wer e tele­ 
scoped. 


One 
of 
the 
most 
disastr ous 
wr ecks for many year s on the C h i­ 
cago and Alton r ailr oad occur r ed 
at Elkhar t, 111., Satur day after ­ 
noon. 
Tr ain No 
46, the south­ 
bound Chicago and Alton limited, 
was der ailed in fr ont of the depot, 
and one passenger was killed and 
two wer e injur ed. 
The wr eck was caused either by 
a br oken r ail or a spr eading of the 
r ails. 
The tr ain was r unning at 
high speed, and the engine and ten 
coaches left the tr ack. 
Because of 
the patent coupler s thr oughout the 
tr ain the car s did not separ ate and 
not one of them was over tur ned. 
The tr ack was tor n up for about 
500 feet, and nine lengths of r ail, 
270 feet long, penetr ated thr ough 
the floor of the smoking cur into 
the r oof and down thr ough 
the 
vestibule. 
This section of the r ail 
was imbeded in the ear th near the 
tr uck of the next car .
